His father 
was Major OC, F. Napier, of. the Royal En- ; 
ginoers, who, whilst on duty in India, mar- 
ried tho doughtor*uf Mr-Cudrington Car- 
jngton, of Blackmaus, \Barbadoes, © At an 
carly age the eldest sou of the tarriage, 
Robert waa seut to England to be educated ! 
at Adiliscoumbe, On luis soventoonth birth- 
diy he entered tio. Royal Engineers, and 
after passing through the ordinary rontine, 
became captain in 1841,‘when just ever 
thirty years of aye. : 

We hear little of Captain. Napier until | 
the Sutlej war commenced, and then thet 
youny ofiize’s -abilitivs: attracted geueral - 
attention.
